Better Terms. 



An Ottft-wa contomiiornry aayH uuuo 
than ono Province iisks for "better 
terms." The Executive Government of 
Manitoba have just submitted the bnsisof 
"bettor terms" for that Province, which 
may bo briefly siimmarizod as follows: — 
An extension of the limits. o£ the Biovince 
■oaato embrace about 109 millions of 
aorea, instead of nine millions, as at ])re- 
sent; the population basis to be taken at 
200,000; the annual snbsidy in support of 
' the Government to be raised to §90,000; 
the representation of tho Proviuco to bo 
increased to eight members in the Com- 
mons and five in the Senate; the Dawson 
Bead, being the principal channel for im- 
migration, to be maintained and improv- 
ed by tho Federal Govornmaut; the im- 
mediate erection of the Parliament Bnild- 
ings, Lieut.-Govomor's residence, De- 
partmental offices, five Courts of Justice, 
Prisons, Penitentiary, and to provide 
for the creation of a good Provincial Li- 
brary; the free carriage of emigrants over 
the Dawson lload from CoUingwood to 
Fort Garry; to provide Immigratipn 
Agents in the Province and at Dnluth, 
Oollingwood, Windsor, Sault Sto. Marie 
and in Europe; componsation for losses 
in election riots of 1872; oxtenaion and 
improvement of postal service; Trotostant 
and Oatholio chaplains for Penitentiary 
and remuneration for senrices of certain 
chaplains for past years; allotment to lo 
cal Governmout of certain lands to -which 
it is entitled; Bail way oxtension from 
Winnipeg to Pembina and Lake Supor- 
ior; the support of the North- west Terri- 
tory prisoners confined in the Provincial 
ffaols; tho fulfilment of certain promises 
made to the Indians in the Stone Fort 
Treaty. 

It must be admitted that Manitoba has 
not orrod on the side of asking too little. 
It remains to be seen how tho proposal 
will be received at Ottawa. Should one- 
half of what is asked be conceded, it will 
surely be our turn next.

San Juan Island to be For- 
tified- 

Tlia following is taken from Uio Tiico- 
ma Tribwie of Friday: "Gen. Micblos, of 
this Divifion of tlio Engineuiing Do- 
partmont, has rocoivoJ iustruotioiia from 
Washington to uiako ii number of anr- 
Teya tha coming season^ on San Juan 
isIanJ. Tho object of Buch surveys is 
to select a number of anitftblo looalitie3 
for th« coustruotiou of fortificatioas; also 
to looato reservations in various portions 
Of-the lsland for military purpoaoa. The 
prooautious aro boin^ observed on tho 
part of tho Govornmoni, so that, in tho 
evont of a war with any foreign power, 
tha Island would becomo a harbor of 
refuse for vessels, which could bo 
brought undqr tho protect'on afforded 
by thev for^ifioat'oja. Preparations are 
being mado to carry out the instructions 
of the Govarnment and a surveying party 
■will bo in tho field -within a few Aveeks 
from date." It would appear from tho 
above that Brother Jonathan has no in- 
tention oC pormiUing grass to grow up 
on his now ai'tiuisition.

To the Chairmdn of the meetintj for the pro-

With due respect to the lawful author- 
ity of the Bishop, and to the sentiments 
of tho brethren who differ from me on 
the (jiiostiou of tho propo.-iod Synod, j 
feel it my duty in dafouco of the liberties 
of the congregation, and of tho rights of 
my ofQoe as Beotor of Christ Church, to 
protest against the election of delegates 
for Christ Church as proposed to tako 
place to-day. 

By tho law of the Church of England, 
the will of tho congregation or parish 
can only bo lawfully expressed through 
a Vestry meeting duly convened with tho 
consent of tha inoumbent, the precise 
business to be transacted being clearly 
expresBed on the notice. 

Jf there are oxoi.'ptional matters dojnil- 
ed to a select Voslry they must lie diH- 
tinctly expressed by tho Vestry of tho 
wholo I'ariah or coiigregatiou. 

Before the mooting of Jan. Dth at the 
CoUogiata schoolroom, the resolutions of 
which aro tho basis of tho present pro- 
ceeding, I signified to tho Bishop and tho 
Diocenan Church Society, and piiblishod 
tlio same on tha church doors, to tho ef- 
fect thati must doclino to attend any 
meeting on the subject of a Synod of 
which the businons to bo transacted had 
hot been distinctly notillnd befo^fha^d.

the whole church ia Syno^ was passed in 

a series of resolutions, ri^tt' one of which 
tho distinct purport had been previously 
notified cither to myself or tho congre- 
gation, so tluit Homo who wcro [iresent, as 
i Know, wore taken (juito unawares. 

But oTon if there wore not this defect 
the meeting in quosiiou could not have 
bound tho congregation of Christ Church, 
it not being a lawful Pariah or Vestry 
meeting under tho presidency of tho In- 
cumbent, but a mixed mooting from dif- 
forout congregations uudor aomi3 other 
chairman. 

Nor can tho chnrch comnuttoo super-

5th, and to a notice which laboured un- 
der the ro'dieal objection of not stating 
tho ])rociso purport of such meuting and 
thereforo such a.s 1 ct>uld not accodo to. 

I protest also, though with reluclanoe 
on account of their faithful services in 
.other respects, against tho coiirBe [mrsued 
by the churchwardens exoeoding.as it ap- 
pears to 1110, tlu^ir ollico iiiid powers, in 
coiiVoiiing mcolinga, ixi.itiiig notices on 
tho fhureli doors, distributing oloction-

set at naught tho authority of tho Incum- 
bent, and impede his ministry; and in 
short to show tliat tho proposed Synod, 
instead of uniting tho Church in sanctity 
and peace, tends to produce discord ^and 
division. 

I must also protest in the jno.^t emphat- 
ic manner ngr.inst tho rofuijal of tho 
Cjiuirch Wardoiis lu (.•unrono tho annual 
Vostry meeting for Easier week at my re- 
quest 8im)dy on tho ground that they 
conaidered it right to hold ofli(;o until they 
iiad seen the election through; a oourae 
^^■ilich I deem to be a grave interference 
with tho due conduct of aflaira; as well as 
an arbitrary and unjustiliablo infring- 
ment ujioii tho rights of thoir succo.ssors 
and of those l)y whom they wore to bo ap- 
pointed; and a further illustration of tho 
manner in which this whole proceeding 
from first to Inst has been condnoted. 

On these grounds, as well as others in 
my published letters and address, to 
wiiich I invito ronewed nttontion, I pro 
tost against tlio projioscd oloction as do- 
void of legal authority and force, and I 
earnestly entreat tho members of tlio con- 
gregation, who desire a free, just, and or- 
derly management of its affairs, to take 
no i>art in it. E. Crtboe,

Fort Simpson and Metla- 
katla* 

It is woll-l;nowu tu the public of Bri- 
tish Culuinbia how oani'jst aud sncossiul 
a worlc of iiiiprovemo"nt and christian 
civilization has been carried on for many 
years at tho ancient homo of tho Chym- 
•sean tribes by tho Clxurch of England 
Mission at Matlakatla. Near the latter 
place is Fort Simpson, which has all 
along boon a working ground for tho 
Mis.sion, and fro.n tho liuathern ro.'^idonts 
of which tiO() .souls havo boon reseiiod and 
who now live at the old homo uudor the 
immediate eye and training of Mr. W. 
Duncan and his l.-eljiera. Teaching and 
ministrations have, however, constantly 
gone on at Fort Simpson; but there not 
only have congregated tho most invo- 
terato hoathuii, but suuu! who have born 
puiii.sheil by !\Ir. Duncan in hi.s c:i]);'.eity 
as a magistrate for illogul trallic in lie; or 
to Iiulians. J'ort Siiuijsou is a changed 
plac(> compared with what it used to ba. 
The Lord's Day is observed, and heathen 
practices have for tho most part ceased. 
There was a f^ood pros))nnt in a sliort 
liniuof all thi! roniaiiiing 1 ndiaiis yiohiiiig 
to the inlluunco of the Goapol. A fow 
weeks ago, oncoumgod by tho discoiitou- 
ted faction, the Bov. \V. Pollard, Wes- 
loyan Mini.iter at Victoria, wout a trip by 
tho (Jttor and spent three days at Fort 
Simp.'iou. He announced ho was about 
to ostubli-sli a mission. Lavish proinisoa 
wcro made of v.- hat v^oulil ha done for tho 
Indians, the worthly ellorts of Dun- 
can were disporagod, and «. largo crop of 
strife and ill fooling was the coii80(inenco. 
Worse than lliii, W. J'olhird proceeded 
to biipti/.o im': criiuiiiiitci y, all who i;amo 
to him. Hcuro.i of c'lildron of hoathon, 
who aro ever ti>o ready out of RU))orsti- 
-tion to bring them, wero baptized, against 
all rules of mi'ssionary work and con- 
trary to Scripture, which limits infant 
baptism to 'the obiklreri of Ohrislians. 
Some dozen adults wore also baptized; if 
these wore aullioiontly prepared tlioy 
would bo no coiivorls of V/esloyanisni, 
which now for tho i'lrst time put in an 
appearance; thoy would bolong to no 
other but tho Church of _ England mis- 
sion, to iulorforo with which wtts unwar- 
nintablo. But thoso adults wore not suf- 
(Iciontly proparo.1, lUid in thoir caso and 
that of' tho oliiMruii, a griovous injury 
ha.s boondonoto tho cause of truoraligion, 
It is to bo hoped that tho Weslyau" So- 
ciety of Canada will r-)pndiato this inter- 
foro'pco by tlioir agents with a mission in 
H.icoo.isfu'l opnraliun. If DOt thoy must 
ox])oct no ble.srdiig upon the work, and 
t he blame of tho strife and tho injury 
suro to result must bo thoir door. Pariah 
Maricuina. 

To TaB Pim'Lto;-- As tho Parish Mii;/a- 
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on mo for commencing a Wesloyan Mis- 
sion at l/ort Simpson aud misrepresents 
tho work of tho Chnrch Mis.'iioiiary So- 
ciotj' in relation to Fort Simpson Indians, 
I doem it to bo my duty to mako a few 
remarks in reply: 

. On the Ih'd ult. a letter appeared in tho 
Victoria iS7'("(/fn (Z ovor tlie signaturo of 
"ft Churchman." aiiiinadvortiug upon an 
adilress given by Bov. T. Crosby, at a 
Miasionary Mooting in Oontonary Church, 
Hamilton, Ont. The next day *' Another 
Churchman" appeai'cd on tho soma sub- 
ject. 

I wroto n ro])]y to tliese auonynioiis ar- 
ticles and ronci it to a clerical friend of 
Jfr. Diincau in this city, who adviaud me 
not to publish it lest the caiiso of religion 
iniglit bo injured. Out of respect to his 
judgment aud feeling I su'ppressed the 
reply, hoping that tho civil war tliat ia 
now raging among tho Episcopalians in 
tliiH I'rovinco would prevent tlioiu froui 
maliing further aggressions upon their 
peaceful noighbor.s; but tho belligerent 
proponsity in tliom has been so strougth- 
euod by long exsrciao that thay appear 
to ho ont of their element unless thoy 
are meddling with somebody. 

I should not ro)ily now wore it not that 
my silence might bo construed into a tacit 
admisaibn of the misroprosontationa con- 
tained in tho Parish Mayazine. 

THE ORIGIN OF OUR SriS3I0>f. 

About thirteen months ago we had a 
gracious revival of religion in our Indian 
school in this city. Many of the Tsims- 
hooans,wh(j had come to "Victoria to trade, 
wore brought toa knowledge of the truth. 
U|)war(Is (if forty were placed niuler reli- 
giou.s teachers. Thoy mot four timos a 
week to rocoivo instructions. Some of the 
most,dcgraded ofthomwere reformed, and 
havo evinced the genuineness of tho 
change by their aftor consistency. 

This work in Victoria awakened a de- 
sire in tlio hearts of many of tlioir friends 
at Fort Simpson to havo a miasionary 
stationoil among them aud also to liavc a 
day school established for thoir children 
that thoy might be taught to read the 
Biblo. Several deputations wore sout and 
letters came by every mail praying for a 
missionary. These applications I for- 
warded to tho Mission Rooms, Ontario. 

TUE M'ORK AT FORT SIMPSON. 

Last October u goodly number of these 
Christian Indians returned home and, I 
am happy to say, carried thoir religion 
with them. Having no missionary station- 
ed among them they agreed to moot to- 
gether for mutual bonelit and keep up 
thoir religious services as best thoy could. 
Thoy began with twenty aud in six weeks 
not fswer than two hundred attended their 
services. Tho old jieoplo had never 
heard religion set forth in Hiuiplo christian 
oxporiencu before, and this, enforced by 
tlie christian lives of their own children, 
constrained them to submit to the infhi- 
onco of these services. Now, tlioro is 
scarcely a family at Fort Simpson that 
has not ronounced paganism. 

in TlSq; TO THE FOBT. 

About three months ago a public meet- 
ing of all tho tribes was hold to make 
another application for a missionary. 
Tho speaking coutinu«d all night. Capt. 
Lewis, of tho steamer Otter, was appoint- 
ed to convey to me thoir request that a 
missionary might be seuttoFortSimpsou 
as soon as possible. 

T deemed it expedient to visit the Fort 
to ascertain for myself what was needed 
before any appointment was inndo. I 
found that thoro was no missionary living 
nearer than sixteen miles to tho Fort, nor 
had thoro been for twelve p'oars, Thoro 
is a population of about eight hundred 
Indians. Mr. Duncan began his labors 
about seventeen years ago and continued 
hyru for five years. Ho then moved to 
Metlakatlah and took with him about fifty 
Indians. Hero ho has remained until tho 
in-esent, has built up a village, aud has 
nearly six hundred of a population. 

The Fort Simpson Indians were left to 
perish under the influence of paganism, 
destitute of a spiritual teacher for ton 
years. Though !Mr. Duncan had sevorul 
nuMsionnrio.s to assist him in his work, ho 
has nover a]>pointod one to live at Fort 
Simpson. Mr. Duncan is sixteen miles 
south, and Mr. Tomlinsoa thirty ""milos 
north of tho Fort, and each of these gon- 
tlcniRU has his hands full in his own lo- 
cality. 

W^o have ventured to give this brief hi.s- 
tory of tho work that your readers may 

understand it. 

Wo now turn to tiio Parish Magazine. 
Tho Parish Mai/mlnc says, teachings and 
ministrations liave constantly gone on nt 
Fort Simpsofa. 

At a public meeting of upwards of fivo 
Imndrcd, tho Indians stated that Jlr. 
Duncan had not preached to them six 
times in ten years. This ii what tho 
Magazine calls "constant tea«hing," 

It is duo, however, to Jlr. Duncan to 
^tato that within tho last two year.s ho has 
Bciit Homo of his young men (Indiana), 
not to livo thoro, but simply to hold ser- 
vice on a Snnd.ty and rol\irn on Monday. 
Bui tho indiauii will not hear them, ro- 
fuaing to come under Mr. JJunoan's ad- 
ministration in any form. Tiio reasons 
which led them to this conclusion Avero 
c'early siatod at tiio public mooting. 
I'lirsc lo.'isons, which, to my mind, wore 
Ingitiniato And wc'glity, I do not feol it 
my duty to .'itato at tliis tiino; but thoy 
shall Ijo forlhconiing if nocossary, my aim 
being not to stir up strife or put a straw 
in tho way of any one's usefulness. The 
objoot of these remarks is solely self-de- 
fence. 

Tho Magazine ohsarvos that "lavish 
promi.ses wore mado by Mr. i'ollard of 
what (ymihl bo done for the Indians. The 
worthy efforts of' Mr. Dunoau ware dis- 
paraged," &o. 

Bov. sir, pe.'mitmemost positively to 
deny this statement and ohallengo proof. 

Tho Indians re(iueslod a inifl.sionary 
wlia was neither a tradornor a magistrate. 
I replied that noni> of our ministors wore 
ponnittcd to hold either of these offices. 

I did not promiso thorn a missionary at 
all until I found that the request for a 
Wosleyon Missionary was unanimous. I 
mentioned this circumstance to Mr. Dun- 
can. Ho replied that they iiad docoivod 
mo. In onlor to ascertain tho real state 
of feeling in tho luattor and to convince 
Mr. Duncan that I wished to do nothing 
but what was honorable, 1 offered to ra- 
kurn with him to Fort Simpson 
tltn next day to call a public mooting, and 
if ho could "got ono-fonrth of the popula- 
tion to voto for him I wMild willulraw. 
Mr. Duncan would not accejit tho propo.i- 
al! Ho had been to Fort Siuijinon two 
Sabbnthn prcivious t(j this, and had but 
fow to hoar him, while tlio other services 
conducted by iiritivoa (monibors of our 
church) woro Ihrnngod. 

" Worse thaultliis," says tho Mrtgaziiie, 
"W. Pollard proceeded to baptiza indis- 
criminately all wlio caiun to hiui, SooroH 
of ehildvou of hoallicii," Sio,

Hbw dosiB thB 'oditor know'this?" 'lobes' 
lieve I visited all thei parents whose chil- 
dren I baptized, several of- tho chiefs ac- 
oompanying mo, aud learned that thoy 
had not only renounced paganism, but 
had nominally embraced oln'istiamty,and 
attondod tho means of grace with" great 
regularity. „.„..,.. 

Again heffcnys: "Some dozen adults 
wore also baptized. If theso werd sufli- 
cionlly prepared thay wura no converla 
ii Wcsloyani.sm." 

Ill rc'ply.I would Bay several of those wore 
brougl't to tho knowledge of tho truth in 
Victoria, and the others in Fort Simpson. 
All these I eriamined previously and 
considered thoui fit subjects for baptism. 
So far from, those Candidates for baptism 
bolooginff to the Church of England, tho 
olinroh had not a single member in Fort 
Simpson. Those had all boon under our 
teaching, and some of them for twelve 
months. Wo liavo, there, upwards of 
thirty Indians in connection with our 
church. , ^ 

Tho Episcopalians had an opportuni 
ty of supplying Fort Simpson for twelve 
years, and hnvo not doiio so. There are 
moro Indians at Fort Simpson than there 
aro at Jletlakatlnh aud Nass together, 
and yet thoy aro left destitato of both 
missionary niid school teacher. They 
havo been .supplied with neither church 
nor schoolhouse. 

Would tho Editor of the Magazin', 1- 
low thego mnllitudos to perish for 
sake of keeping utlier.4 out? Thhs seems 
to be tha spirit of tho writer. 

It may be said that there aro other In- 
diana who aro in a worse state. Why not 
go to them? 

Because wo are pressed to go to those, 
and wo hope shortly to fiend to them also. 

If God hiXH oiioncd tho hearts of theso 
people to rocoivo the truth through tho 
instrumsntnlilj of our church, wo feel 
nndej a mo/al o'uligalion to give thom the 
gospel. Wa regard it as a providential 
call and daro not disobey it. 

\Vhy .-should it produce "strife and ill- 
feeling?" Surely if christian ministers can- 
not labor side by .side in friendly co-op- 
eration, thoy are ill-qualilied for their 
work, and far from jiossessiug tho gentle- 
ness of thoir Divine Master. 

I have now, dear Sir, exposed your 
misrepresentations, with what succass, 
others will judge. It will not excite yonr 
Hurpriie if, in conclusion, I should lay 
a»ido tha oliaracter of defendant and as- 
sume that of plaintiff. 
Tou have voluntarily taken upon you the 
effico of ft i)ublic censor, aud have cer- 
tainly shown little tenderness towards me, 
or tho religious body which I have the 
honor to roi)resont. You cannot, there - 
fore, justly complain if that wliich is 
deomsd blameworthy in tho conduct of 
yonr church be animadverted upon. 

First, than, I justly charge your church 
with what you unjustly charge ma, viz: 
interfering with tho work of God as car- 
ried on by others. After our Indian mis- 
sion had been fairly started at Nanaimo, 
tho Bev. J. B. Good commenced one 
side by sido with our.s, nnd built a church 
not siitoon miles away, but within the 
samo camp in which ours stood. The 
mission failed, and tho church has been 
empty nearly ever since, but it stands 
thoro an evidence of tho truth of this 
statomeut. 

His Lord-shipBishop Bills did the snme 
thing last snmnier at Oliilliwhack. The 
whole ground had boon occupied by the 
Wealeyans from tho beginning, and near- 
ly all the pojjulation wore adhorauts of 
our Churob, but as soon as the people 
were qomfoptable in their houses, and 
their farms were well cleared, his Lord- 
ship daomsd it axpedient to come in and 
plant tho Church of England in the midst 
of a Jlethodiat ecttlemoiit. 

Though this Church has not boen 
once occu])iod since its consecration, yet 
it was no doubt intended to make aggres- 
sions on Methodists. I complain, se- 
condly, that in your attempts to find 
ground of accusation against me, you 
havo made sovcral statements directly at 
variance with truth. Theso I have point- 
ed out, I hope, to the satisfaction of tho 
public. Wliothor they aro accidental or 
designed 1 know not, nor is it my busi- 
ness to determine. 

Either way thoy aro inoicusablo be- 
oauaa correct information could easily 
havo been obtained, and in tha absence 
of this, you as a christian minister, havo 
no riglit to attack tho charnctur of another 
ministor. 

Next to pioky to God, nothing ought ,to 
bo moro sacred than truth between man 
and man, truth in every verbal communi- 
cation, and in oveiy department of so- 
cial iutorcourao, but most of all, trnth 
in tho use of tho press. 

Tho man who publishes a fallacious nnd 
misleading statomeut, especially to tho 
injury of tho character of others, is an- 
swerable for all tho mischief that entues 
from it, not only as long as the book 
which contains it continues to circulate, 
but as long as anj one repeats the unjust 
as])orsioii . 

1 now, dear Sir, loavo you at the bar of 
public opinion, and am willing to sab- 
mit to their verdict.
